"We must carry out that plan 


as nearly as rapidly as we possi- 
bly can," he asserted, and he ad- 
ded: 


Must Reach Goal—Fast 


"We want to reach our goal just 


as fast as the men can be trained, 
the plants built, and the equip- 
ment and supplies turned out."

sale became effective today 
amid indications that cattle- 
men were withholding stock 
shipments in protest against 
government rollbacks. 


The Office of Price Stabil- 


izer on April 28 issued four 
orders designed to trim a 
dime a pound off the butcher 
shop price of beef by Octo- 
ber. But the American Meat 
Institute, which represents 
the major packers, and the 
livestock men warned that 
the OPS orders will lead to 
beef shortages and illegal 
markets. 


Dollar and cents retail ceilings 


will be clamped down next Mon- 
day. 
Butcher shops must post 


retail ceiling price charts, by 
grade and cut, by June 4. 


Cattlemen Angry 


The OPS order, which aroused 


.he ire of cattlemen and livestock 
feeders, however, appears to be 
the 10 per cent cut 
in prices 


which slaughterers may pay the 
former for cattle. This order goes 
into effect May 20. A'third OPS 
directive 
provides that 
cattle 


prices to slaughterers are to be 
reduced an additional 4% per cent 
on Aug. 1 and by the same amount 
on Oct. l.

Judge George C. Dixon, in his first directed verdict as a circuit 


judge, found Mrs. Evelyn Brcnnen O'Hara, operator of the Brown 
Shingle tavern, not guilty in a $12,900 dram shop suit Tuesday after- 
noon. 


Mrs. O'Hara was sued by Mrs. Alberta Newcom, Sterling, under 


the dram shop law for injuries the latter sustained in an accident July 
31, 1949. 


Mrs. Newcom was riding in a 


car which was struck by another 
driven by Miss Virginia Ague. Mrs. 
Newcom claimed Miss Ague had 
become intoxicated while drinking 
at Mrs. O'Hara's tavern. 


Overrules Motion 


Judge Dixon, after overruling a 


motion for a directed verdict which 
had been filed after Mrs. New- 
corn's case had been argued, said 
that there were peculiar circum- 
stances involved in the case. 


He said that if Miss Ague nad 


been intoxicated at the tune of the 
accident it would have been logical 
for some police action to follow. 
But, the judge said, no arrests 
were made. 


"The fact that there was drink- 


ing is evident," Judge Dixon said. 
•The quantity is indefinite, but the 
court concludes that ll£ Tom Col- 
ins' were consumed. 


"The accident was unfortunate, 


but the court is not responsible for 
that." 


Would Be Error 


He said that it would be an error 


to allow the case to go to the jury. 
'The evidence does not Justify it. 
There' is no satisfactory evidence 
to-return a verdict for the plain- 
tiff." 


Defense Attorney William Gun- 


ner, in asking for the directed ver- 
dict, said that under the Dram 
Shop act, intoxication must be 
>roved and that the liquor must 
>e proved as the cause of the acci- 
dent. 


Gunner maintained that no testi- 


mony was given that Miss Ague 
was intoxicated but only that she 
had been drinking.

Grade A Milk Ordinance Was 
Approved by Council in 1950 


One of the ordinances incorporated in the city's new book of ordi- 


nances accepted Nov. 21, 1950, is the basis of the current battle over 
restriction of the sale of ungraded milk. 


The new book of ordinances compiled over a three-year period by 


the last council includes a provision that only grade A milk will be 
sold in Dixon. 


These new ordinances were ap 


proved at one time at the Nov. 21 
meeting. 
The old ordinance, in 


effect, specified only that all milk 
sold In Dixon must be pasteurized 
According to the ordinance th 
grade A provision goes into effect 
May 21. 


Here's Ordinance 


The new ordinance reads: "The 


Health Officer is hereby author- 
ized and directed to issue permits 
and licenses only" to those persons 
whose milk products arc Grade A 
pasteurized milk < and milk prod- 
ucts approved by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health; pro- 
vided however that no person shal 
be refused a permit for the reason 
that his milk or milk products 
are not Grade A until the expira- 
tion of a period- of six • month 
immediately following the effec- 
tive date of this Ordinance.'1 


The differences, between grade 


A' and grade B milk were ex- 
plained today by P. E. Riley, state 
milk inspector 
who 
spoke 
to 


council members in a closed scs 
sion last night. 


In Regulated 


When a dairy announces it will 


sell grade A milk to a processing 
plant it must after that comply 
with state regulations for that 
grade of milk. These provisions 
include 
regulation 
of 
animal 


health, dairy barn construction 
and operation, construction and 
operation of milk houses, cooling 
of milk, operation and construction 
of the farm water supply and 
toilet facilities and the bacterial 
standard of the milk produced. 


The state makes regular in- 


spections of 
dairies, producing 


grade A milk. If a violation of 
.sanitation or operation is dis 
covered the dairy is warned; if 
the violation is repeated, the milk 
distributors arc informed that the 
particular dairy no longer is con- 
forming to state standards. 


No Local Control 


Though the state regulates pro- 


duction of the milk it does not 
determine what grade shall be 
sold in the particular localities. It

Grade A Milk 
Law Opposed 
By Petitioners 


Local Ordinance 
Scheduled To Be 
Effective May 21 


Tfhe Dixon city council last night 


went into the second closed session 
in two weeks in the controversy 
over the sale of grade A milk. 


Today Mayor William V. Sloth- 


ower said the meeting was purely 
"informative" to orient council 
members on the difference between 
grade A and ungraded milk as 
specified by Illinois statutes. P. E. 
Riley, a representative of the state 
health department talked to the 
council in the mayor's office. 


In open session John Reynolds, 


operator of Reynold's store, 421 
Galena av., presented a petition 
bearing 400 names calling for the 
repeal of the ordinance providing 
for the sale of grade A milk, 
amend it to allow the sale of grade 
B milk or provide for more strict 
supervision of grade A milk pro- 
duetion. 


Effective May 21 


The ordinance passed six months 


ago goes into effect May 21. Ac- 
cording to Reynolds "while legal 
notice was given of the change in 
the milk ordinance by publication 
of the revised statutes last No- 
vember the distributors received 
no actual notice of the change in 
the ordinance until they received 
their applications for a license in 
April of 1951." 


Reynolds said the ordinance "will 


deprive the petitioners of the right 
and convenience of selling and buy- 
ing in the city of Dixon a perfect- 
ly healthy, yet cheaper, milk 
known commonly as grade B 
milk." 


No Enforcement 


The petition states the city ordi- 


nance fails to provide for proper 
enforcement. The public health of- 
ficer is allowed only to inspect the 
dairies and distribution 
points 


within the ctly while strict com- 
pliance to the Illinois grade A 
milk statute requires inspection 
on the farm as well as at the dairy 
andv distributor. 


The petition claims, "As the or- 


dinance now stands it would seem 
to be more of a measure for reve- 
nue than for protection of public 
health." 


Amend Ordinance* 


In other action last night the 


council amended the city parking 
ordinance to allow parking on both 
sides of the Peoria avenue bridge 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. on week days 
and from 8 n.m. to 9 p.m. on Sat- 
urday. No restrictions will be in 
force on Sundays or holidays. 


Council members also amended 


the ordinance specifying through 
streets in Dixon to include Sher- 
man avenue from the south line of 
Second street to the north line of 
Fourth street'.

MacArthur Probe Proceeds 
On Unusually High Plane 


That phase of the senate MacArthur hearings dealing 


with the testimony of the distinguished general himself is 
remarkable for more than its absorbing substance. 


The proceedings thus far have been conspicuous for the 


display on all sides of courtesy, fairness, thoroughness, ex- 
haustive attention to the task at hand. During General Mac- 
Arthur's appearance, the sessions began fairly early and 
lasted well into the dinner hour. There was no long break 
for lunch; sandwiches were brought into the closed com- 
mittee room. 


Senators credit MacArthur with being at least partly re- 


sponsible for this way of handling the hearings. He wanted 
to get his story told fully but with dispatch; he did not want 
it dragging out interminably, to the point where frayed 
tempers rather than calm reason might rule. 


Not being military experts and not having professional 


guidance in their questioning, the senators inevitably suf- 
fered a handicap in framing the most searching queries into 
the general's policies and performance. 


But neither those who support the general nor those who

Too many congressional inquiries are marred by law- 


makers who ask only the questions they hope will give com- 
fort to their existing prejudices—political and otherwise. 
More than anything else, they seem to be trying to put words 
in a witness' mouth. 
That the current investigation started off on a much 


higher plane may be due in considerable part to the law- 
makers' sober realization that the issues at stake really are 
vital to their country's safety. But certainly, too, it is due 
again to MacArthur himself. 


Without noticeable exception, the senators who have 


heard the general testify declare he has been an able, con- 
scientious and responsible witness. His point of view may 
be right or wrong for the United States. However that may 
be, he has presented it directly, f orthrightly, expertly. 


• Is it too much to hope that the tone established in the 


first stage of this inquiry may characterize it to the end? 
The lawmakers and witnesses alike owe it to every American 
to assure that this does happen. 
The nation must surely be weary of investigations which 


are mere sounding boards for the restatement of well-known 
prejudices. It must welcome as extremely heartening the 
conduct of the MacArthur inquiry up to this point. All 
hands deserve congratulations. They have set a standard 
for themselves to maintain not only through this controversy 
but in future vital investigations.

Jacoby on Bridge 


Here Are Rules for N. T. Bid 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"Stayman'a book, 'Expert Bid- 


ding,' may be wonderful for good 
players," writes a Cleveland fan, 
"but what about dubs like me? 
I'm not a good player and prob- 
ably never will be one, although 
I like the game and play it often. 
What can you tell my kind of 
player about no-trump bidding?" 


The opening one no-trump bid 


shows a hand with balanced dis- 
tribution (no very long or very 
short suits) with strength in at 
least three ,suits (usually in all 
four suits). 


The total strength of the hand 


is at least an ace and a queen 
more than .average and at most 
two aces more than average. Re- 
member that an average hand 
contains one ace, one king, one 
queen, one jack and one ten. 


The reason for having such rigid 


limits on the strength of the bid 
is that the opened shows his en- 
tire hand In one bid. This makes 
it easy for Ms partner to judge 
what the combined hands are 
worth. 


In the hand shown today. South 


has average strength in diamonds 
and clubs. The extra strength in 
the majors gives him Just what 
he needs to bid one no-trump, 
North correctly judges that the 
combined hands are worth a game 


West opens spades, and South 


must refuse to take the ace of 
spades until the third round of 
that suit. Then he can knock out 
the ace of clubs. East takes the 
ace of clubs but has no more 
spades and can do nothing to stop 
declarer from winning nine tricks. 


If South makes the mistake of 


winning the first or second round 
of spades, he will be set

"We have learned from many 


sources that the Chinese did not 
follow up their breakthrough be- 
cause they had planned on using 
planes and tanks and the Rus- 
sians did not deliver them. 


"We hear that many top Chinese

World Affairs 
Affect Basis 
Of Prediction 
See Some Increases 
Later Because of 
Korea War Demands

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


agriculture department predicted 
today that currently high food 


remain fairly stable 
at least until early 
prices 
from now 
summer. 


This forecast was based upon 


the assumption there will be no 
change in the international situa- 
tion which might encourge scare 
buying by consumers. 


Supplies of most 
foods were 


said to be adequate to maintain 
civilian consumption at least as 
large as a year earlier. 


Retail Food Up 


Retail food prices for the first 


quarter of this year xvere said to 
have averaged almost 15 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. Largest 
increases were reported for meats, 
eggs, fats and oils, and processed 
fruits and vegetables. 


The department said it is likely 


food prices will tend to increase 
more in the latter part of the 
year. It said the military export 
demand will be stronger then and 
contribute to the upward price 
pressure started by the Korean 
war. 


"As more of the nation's produc- 


tion is geared to the defense effort 
and essential industrial capacity 
is expanded in the latter half of 
1951, supplies of some consumer 
goods—particularly 
the durable 


commodities and housing—may be 
reduced from.present levels," the 
agency said in a report. 


Like War Years 


"A sharp reduction in the sup- 


plies of these goods would further 
strengthen the consumer demand 
for food and non-durable goods 
and services, as was the case dur- 
ing World War II and the im- 
mediate 
postwar 
years. With 


consumer incomes expanding, price 
pressures may be greater later in 
the year." 


The department added, however, 


that price and wage controls, 
credit restrictions and proposed 
higher income taxes would tend 
to limit price rises that might 
occur. 


The average rate of civilian food 


consumption is expected to be a 
little higher this year than last 
and about 14 per cent higher than 
the'prewar average. 


Heavy Grain Exports 


As in the past five years, the 


bulk of the food exports will be 
grain 
and 
g r a i n 
products, 


especially wheat and flour. The 
department said larger exports 
of these commodities probably will 
be more than offset by declines 
in exports of dairy products, dried 
fruits and other foods. Little meat 
is being, sold abroad.
